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D esigning a home that 
isn't a primary 
residence can prove to 
be a difficult task for 
interior designers, 
especially when the 
space will have a 
number of functions. 

This type of challenge is the very thing that interior 
designer Pallavi Dean relishes. When Dubai-bred 
Pallavi was approached to design an apartment in 
The Residences overlooking the Burj lake for a 
client, she had to consider what the space was 
going to be used for, defining it's purpose and 
function before tackling the design. "With this 
project, we started by finding out what they were 
going to use this space for. And for the client it was 
more of a business hub, he comes into Dubai for a 
week or a month, he meets and entertains his 
clients, but because he travels so much he also 
wanted the ability to have his children and family 
come over and for them to have a zone," Pallavi 
explains. "When we do residential design we don't 
go in and ask what kind of finish do you like? What 
kind of colours do you like? We look at it in terms-^

of environmental psychology, so what does a home need to do for you 
to engage with it," Pallavi says. "We look at concepts like place 
attachment - the design has to have a narrative that connects and 
engages you with your home constantly That's difficult when it's not 
your main home. How do you build place attachment when it's such a 
foreign space? It still has to be engaging for you to come and use it." 

Knowing that the primary function of the apartment was for the 
owner to entertain and meet with clients was the major 
consideration, the challenge was making the small space welcoming 
for his family and friends also. "We converted the kitchen space into a 
secondary living room, so even when he's in the formal living area 
entertaining his guests or clients, there's a little TV in here and the 
mum can cook and chat with the kids," Pallavi says. "This is a good 
example of dual purposes for business and for the family." 

Pallavi also wanted her client to immediately feel at home in the 
space. "Another thing that we do is place identity," the designer says. 
"Your home represents either a realised version of yourself or a 
idealised version - this project had to do both, so there are a lot of 
personal touches in the space. All of the artwork is imagery of the 
family which has been pop-arted or pixalised or abstracted, there is 
also some generic artwork for the sake of artwork, but we really 
personalised each space with what they liked." 

Looking back at the function of the apartment, it was important 
for Pallavi to create some flexibility in how the home could be used. 
"Another thing the space had to do, as they also had guests coming 
and staying, was to be designed with a hospitality angle. Apart from 
the master bedroom, all the bedrooms have twin beds so you can put 
them together or split them apart depending on who's coming to 
stay," Pallavi says. 

While the property isn't the client's main home and they do like to 
have people visit and use the apartment, it was important to ensure 
that the space still had a sense of home. "We tried to keep the design 
and the palette quite restrained, you can have an inclination in 
design, especially residential, to finish it, to make it look like a show

flat and with my hospitality background it is a 
tendency and I won't deny it, but at the same time 
it was a great exercise in restraint," says Pallavi. "A 
home is very different to a hotel, a home is 
somewhere you have to come in and throw your 
laptop bag down or put your own memorabilia 
somewhere, we've allowed those breathing spaces 
within this home, so they can infuse their own 
lifestyle." 

No matter how luxurious a project is there is 
always a budget and Pallavi enjoyed combining 
luxury and high street in this design. 'A lot of the 
furniture and fittings are from high-end designer 
brands such as Minotti in the lounge and the arm 
chair is Vitra, but at the same time budget is 
always an important criteria, so we infused the 
space with a lot of high street brands such as 
Pottery Barn," Pallavi explains. 

Coming from a background of designing for 
hotels, Pallavi wasn't sure residential design was 
something that she wanted to tackle, but has since 
found that it's something that she really enjoys. 
The success of this project has also led to the 
company designing the client's other homes in 
London and Tanzania as well, helping to slowly 
build on their residential portfolio.

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B eing from Sweden, I love the outdoor feel 
and being able to walk around the lake in 
Emirates Hills," says interior designer 
Emmely Ayoob. Sitting with the glamorous

tried to bring it altogether to be an extension of our home. We liked 
the fact that the house was a bit raised from the golf course so you 
have a sense of privacy when the golf buggies go past you can't really 
see them so we enjoy that privacy" The serenity of the area was a 
welcome change for the couple who were living a cosmopolitan 
apartment life before settling into Montgomerie Maisonettes. 'We've 
been in Dubai for four years and moved from the Burj Khalifa on the 
32nd floor to the Montgomerie Maisonettes, so it was big contrast 
from an apartment to a villa. We have a pug puppy (named Carlton 
Banks] so it was important to have a house," says Emmely "We also 
love the proximity to the Address Hotel, the spa, and the community 
feel here." 

The beauty and quiet of the area washes into the home as you 
enter, a sophisticated yet contemporary style is evident in the living 
areas that open out onto the terrace with the golf course in the 
background.

different pops of colour" Emmely says. "1 like to 
include that in the art instead, in the living room 1 
have this massive piece of art from a Swedish/ 
Italian artist, Frederico Tomasi that adds a lot of 
colour to the room. As that dominates, 1 choose to 
have quite a neutral palette. 1 work with greys and 
silvers and very soft shades instead. 1 love to have a 
couple of unsuspected pieces in any given room 
like for example the two leopards in the living 
room [that flank the sofas], to add a little fun and 
glam, but apart from that 1 like it quite serene." 

The large living room is divided into three 
separate spaces - the formal living area, a TV snug 
and a dining area, and this is Emmely's favourite 
part of the villa. "To bring the whole living area - of 
the three different sections - into one 1 put in a 
really long, seven-metre white bookshelf, which 
was made bespoke for us. 1 drew up and designed 
it myself. 1 love sitting in main living area and 
enjoying the view of the golf course." 

Emmely's other favourite space in the house is 
her bedroom. "1 chose to make a lot of the pieces 
with Robert Langford who is a furniture designer 
in London. They make everything in the UK and 1 
really like his craftsmanship," the Swede explains.

I n the winter the white house appears to be a part of the landscape as if the building and nature have blended into one. Inside 
the brilliant white light continues with touches of black and with exciting patterns in black, white and silver. Moroccan 
details add spice and a theme that unifies the house. 

Jennie Swahn and her husband Roger Hjelm discovered the house by accident and fell instantly in love with it. Jennie 
decided to decorate it in Danish style. “I am very inspired by how the Danes decorate their homes, with very old and some 
new items, “ she says. For colour she chose dramatic black and white with silver and folk-inspired patterns to break the stark 
contrast. A forest forms the backdrop to the property. The garden is covered with fresh snow and the apple trees 
create a pattern of shadows with their thin branches. “It feels like we are in the middle of the country, but in 
fact we are at the end of a residential street just outside Orebro, " says Jennie. “It was rustic feeling we fell 
for. Actually, we had not really thought about buying a house until we saw the ad in the newspaper. “ Before moving into the 
large white house, Jennie and Roger lived in an apartment with a large terrace in one of Orebro's oldest neighbourhoods. They had a view of the 
river, a comfortable home but they longed for the country. “We went to see the house and fresh snow had fallen that day. We loved the 
atmosphere and felt we'd just walked into a fairy tale. The house felt old and homely, even though it was brand new. A carpenter had built it from 
local timber. The first owners were a young couple who decided to separate three months after moving in. They had not had time to do anything — ^

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except paint the walls white - and that suited us perfectly/' she says. "The house is perfect for Danish style furnishings, " says 
Jennie who is also involved with Danish design in her job as store manager for the Danish company Noa Noa in Orebro. 

Since Jennie and Roger moved into the house their family has expanded and they now have a four-year old daughter 
named Saga. The family has plenty of elbow room in the house with over 200 square metres of floor space. The ground floor is 
almost entirely open plan with a kitchen and living room and a separate music room. "1 sing and wanted a place where 1 could 
have my music and teach students, while Roger, who is a chef thought the kitchen was the most important. He works as a chef 
at Katrin Lund Sea tavern and inn in Orebro, " says Jennie. 

They spend most of their time in the kitchen, which has become a natural meeting place where Jennie helps Roger with the 
cooking and baking, while Saga plays at the kitchen table. The dining table is white and the old wooden chairs are from the 
last century and came from the Orebro flea market. Jennie painted them white. The bedrooms and a second living room are 
upstairs and the colour scheme continues entirely in black and white. The only exception is Saga's room where Jennie used a 
combination of white, red and pink to give the room an old fashioned girlish feeling. When Jennie and Roger moved in, the

exterior of the house was still unpainted. So the first thing they did 
was paint it white. They converted a tool shed at the back of the plot 
into Saga's playhouse. 

The next project was the garden, which they planned with the 
help of a landscape architect. Now, several apple trees grow in front 
of the house. The beds are planted with more than 40 different kinds 
of plants and white roses that bloom all summer. In the back the 
garden blends into the natural forest at the rear of the property. They 
also built a swimming pool. "1 come from Scania and would prefer to 
have the sea nearby, " explains Roger. The pool was a compromise. 
Jennie expended most of her energy on creating the white interior. "1 
often go to garage sales and look for chairs, dressers, shelves and 
other things that 1 can paint. Most recently 1 found the six old wooden 
chairs that 1 have painted white and placed around the dining table. 
When Jennie buys something new, it is usually pillows, or textiles 
from Danish designer Tine K. She is not particularly fond of art and 
prefers to hang beautiful fabric on the walls. “We often use banners in 
the shop for window decoration behind the clothes and 1 take them 
home when we have finished with them. It is a simple and effective 
way to create a new atmosphere with small means, " says Jennie. The 
large windows let in plenty of light and the forest and nature outside 
is integrated into the entire house. Jennie likes to follow the seasons, 
by replacing and adding small but important details throughout the 
rooms.

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FESTIVE TURKEY 
BURGER 

SERVES 2 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 xfocaccia buns 

80g caramelised cranberries 

50g caster sugar 

5g aged cheddar 

lOOg caramelised onion 

30g beef tomatoes 

50g baby gem lettuce 

10ml gravy 

50ml mayonnaise 

360g Roast Turkey Breast 

240g Sweet Potato Chips [w/ta pinch of Salt/ 

pepper and smoked Paprika powder) 

1 tsp butter 

METHOD 
TURKEY BURGER: 

To start, sear off turkey breast in a pan until 
golden brown. Add butter and baste the 
meat. Place in oven at 180 degrees for 1 
hour 20 mins (depending on portion] 14 
mins for every additional lOOg of turkey. 

At the same time, place cranberries in a 
small pan with caster sugar. Place on a low 
heat for 15 mins, stirring occasionally. To 
finish, season with salt and pepper, and set 
aside. Mix with mayonnaise when cooled. 
Then prepare by slicing tomatoes and 
seasoning. Prepare lettuce and caramelised 
onions. 

In a new pan, add gravy till warmed. Cut 
our two small round pieces of Brioche and 
place in gravy until it has absorbed the jus in 
pan. Once complete begin to assemble the 
turkey burger. For assembly, toast Foccaccia 
(spread both halves with cranberry 
mayonnaise, sliced tomato, lettuce, turkey, 
sliced Cheddar cheese, caramelised onions, 
gravy brioche and repeat for two layers]. 

FOR THE SWEET POTATO CHIPS: 

Wash and cut sweet potato chips. Place in 
oven with vegetable oil and roast at 120 
degrees, for 20 minutes. Then deep fry until 
crisp, remove and dust with smoked paprika. 




FESTIVE YULE LOG 

SERVES 4 

INGREDIENTS 
Butter, for greasing 
5 eggs 

140 g icing sugar 

100 g self-rising flour 

25 g good quality cocoa powder such as 

Green & Black's or Oxfam Fair-trade 

Caster sugar, for dusting 

For the icing and filling 

285ml / 9 Yzfloz. double cream 

50 g refined sugar 

450 g dark chocolate 

Icing sugar, for dusting 

Heat oven to 190C/fan 170C/gas 5. Butter 
and line the base and sides of a 30 x 35cm 
Swiss roll tin with baking parchment. 

Separate the eggs, putting them into 
two large mixing bowls. Add the sugar 
and 2 tbsp. water to the egg yolks. Using 
an electric whisk or tabletop mixer, whisk 
the sugar and yolks for about 5 min until 
the mixture is light in colour and thick 
enough to leave a trail when the whisk 
blades are lifted. Sift in the flour and 
cocoa, then fold in lightly, using the whisk 
blades or a large metal spoon. 

Using a clean whisk, beat the egg 
whites until they are stiff, then fold into 
the cake. 

Mix in three batches, again using the 
blades to preserve the air. 


Pour the mixture evenly over the 
prepared tin, and then carefully spread to 
the edges. Bake for 10-12 min, or until the 
cake feels firm to the touch. Put a large 
sheet of baking parchment on the work 
surface and sprinkle lightly with caster 
sugar. Turn the cake out onto the 
parchment and peel off the lining paper. 
Cover with a clean tea towel, then leave to 
cool completely. Trim a little cake from all 
the edges, then score along the edge of 
one of the long sides of the cake and roll 
up from there, using the paper to help 
you, rolling the paper inside the cake. 

To make the icing and filling, bring the 
cream to boil in a small pan, remove from 
the heat, and then break in 400 g of the 
chocolate. Stir until it is melted and 
smooth. Leave to cool, and then chill until 
it is spreadable, about 1 hour. Chop the 
remaining chocolate, spoon a third of the 
icing into a bowl, then stir them together 
to make the filling. 

Carefully unroll the cake and spread all 
the filling over to within 2 cm of the edges. 
Roll up the cake again using the paper to 
help you, and then set on a board. Cut a 
thick diagonal slice off one end of the 
cake. Transfer the larger piece of cake to a 
board or flat serving plate. Spread a little 
icing over cut side of the small piece of 
cake and fix it to the large roll to make a 
stump. Spread remaining icing over the 
cake, then dust with icing sugar to serve.

TELL US MORE ABOUT 
YOUR BUSINESS? 
WHEN DID YOU 
ESTABLISH THE IT 
AND HOW HAS IT 
GROWN SINCE? 

I trained at London's 
Architectural Association 
and started my own 
design business from my 
parents' barn in Sussex 
straight after graduation. 
My passion for kitchens 
and kitchen design was 
largely inspired by 
watching my aunt, 
Elizabeth David, the 
doyenne of British food 
writers, who not only 
introduced 

Mediterranean cooking 
to the British public but 
pioneered the idea of the 
informal supper around 


the kitchen table. I 
developed the concept 
of the unfitted kitchen 
long before it became 
fashionable and 
promoting open plan 
living has always been a 
corner stone of my 
design philosophy. 


WHAT IS YOUR 
FAVOURITE PROJECT 
AND WHY? 

A kitchen in Richmond, 
London. It was a design 
challenge, with small, 
awkward spaces but the 
end result worked out 
brilliantly. I call it a 
"Kitchen in Three 
Movements" - three 
zones joined with a 
central corridor. Each 
zone has identifiable 
functions - culinary and 
dining; storage and 
cooking appliances; a 
home office. Each has a 
preferred aesthetic 
choice, the culinary zone 
is made in an artisanal, 
hand-made style, 
predominately using 
cast concrete and 
timber. 

I particular love 
what I have named the 
Metal Condiments 
Column. Inspiration for 
this came from Indian 
recycled tin-ware but I 
had it made in stainless 
steel. It fits perfectly into 
a tall narrow wall space 
and provides a huge 
amount of extra food 
storage to back up 
cooking action nearby. 


TELLUS ABOUT YOUR 
LATEST PROJECT. 

This was for a kitchen 
situated in a new, 
architect designed glass 
pavilion in Kent. You 
arrive in the kitchen by 
walking through a series 
of rooms, descending in 
floor levels to a space 
with a view of the rolling 
East Sussex countryside. 
Only one wall was 
available to support 
furniture so to provide 
enough kitchen 
countertop length and 
storage capacity, with 
limited use of wall based 
cabinetry, innovative 
thinking was required. I 
collaborated with a 
number of highly skilled 
artisan craftspeople on 
this project. It is this 
harnessing of creativity 
coupled with attention to 
detail that makes this 
project so special. 


WHAT’S NEXT FOR 
YOUR BUSINESS? 

Johnny Grey Studios is 
expanding into home 
cinemas, outdoor 
kitchens, garden design 
and whole house 
concepts. I am also 
writing my fifth book and 
researching into three 
generational kitchens 
which will include 
designing for old age. I 
am currently Visiting 
Professor of Design and 
Kitchen Culture at 
Buckinghamshire New
